(a)  Objects  either  sqherical  or  disk  like  In  slMpaj  from  slightly 
smaller  than  ths  cosmic  balloon  to  half  its  sisei  white  In  color;  three 
in  number;  In  a triangular  formation;  no  observed  aerodynamic  features » 
trail  or  exhauat«  or  propulsion  system;  speed  varied  from  zero  to  a r^id 
acceleration  to  a speed  in  excess  of  tue  speed  of  sound;  maijitained,  for- 
mation throughout  observationas  disappeared  by  reason  of  high  speed  and 

ance* 

(b)  Sighted  at  3^502  for  a period  oi  two  to  three  nlnutes • 

(e)  Visual  observation  from  a fUT-2  aircraft  flying  at  10|000  feet 
at  a speed  of  150  knots* 

(d)  Sighted  at  long4tud«  77-00N  latAtude  75*1^  W. 

(e)  Both  officers  are  PPlP*s  and  are  Kav'aX  Academy  graduates  in 
LTJG  O'FlAlioRTV  has  SOt  hours  flight  time  and  LTJC  MCORK  has  731  hours. 
Eoth  officars  are  considered  highly  raliablo  and  have  no  tendencies  toward

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On  29  August  19^2>  virile  on  a cosmic  ballon  trackin:  fli£,ht,  I ob- 
served tiic  balloon  at  about  7U»0C0  feet  at  about  L was  sitting 

in  ti\e  pilot's  seat  on  tho  port  side  of  tiie  cabin  and  was  circling  sl^^-utly 
to  loft  on  a heading  of  a,.proxiinately  000°T  when  the  balloon  released  the 
parachute  containing  the  instruments*  The  balloon  at  this  tijrie  was  to  tue 
north  and  slightly  vrest  of  ry  location*  Its  altitude  at  the  point  of  re- 
lease  was  about  ^^OOO  feet  and  I vras  flying  at  an  altitude  of  10|000  feet* 
The  vaatikir  was  clear  and  visibility  unlimited  above  8«()00  feet  below  vaich 
tiiere  was  an  undercast*  1 was  flying  a pUI-2  at  a speed  of  about  150  Iinots* 
To  my  knowledge  tiiere  was  no  otner  air  traffic  in  tlie  general  area*

b'lloons  released  by  the  larger  balloon.  However | inis  ijq^resaion  vanished 
wliOn  X realised  they  were  in  a triangular  fomation,  equally  spaced  to  the 
right  of,  and  forming  a diamond  shaped  pattern  with,  tho  naiii  balloon.  1 
observed  these  objects  for  some  two  to  tnree  minutes  and  LTJG  IK-OHS,  lookirg 
through  the  astro-dome,  observad  tnese  objects  at  the  SAine  time  and  we  dis- 
cussed them  over  the  ICS  while  observing  them*  LT  v;as  in  the  co- 

pilot's seat  and  because  of  the  relative  position  of  the  balloon  and  the 
fact  that  we  wero  in  a naif  standard  rate  left  turn  did  not  observe  tr\em* 

As  the  plane  continued  its  left  turn  I lost  the  sightings  i^hen  they  coi<ie 
directly  between  me  and  the  sun.  Uponj^_ighti;i£^J^e.jba^  three 

objects  had  discyppeared*  V.e  calla^tBe  icebreaker  upon  sighting  tlie 
objec  te  ahi^while  ihey'were  still  within  view  and  asked  how  many  objects 
were  to  have  been  released.  They  replied  that  only  one  had  been*  Tae 
objects  did  not  reappear  and  showed  no  means  of  propulsion* 
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On  29  Au4*ust  19^2 » at  about  while  on  a cosmic  balloon  t]*aoking 

flight  as  mvigator  I observed  the  followingi  Thi*ee  white  objects  shaped 
like  spheres  9 about  ^ the  siae  of  tlie  balloon  and  in  a triangular  shaped 
formation*  I observed  them  through  the  astro*Uor»e  at  an  altitude  of  IO4OOO 
feet  vita  an  R^OO  foot  undereast  and  clear  and  visibility  vnllmitec'  above 
that.  We  were  in  a PUY-2  aircraft  fl>‘ing  in  a northerly  diroction  at  about 
150  knots.  Winds  were  from  the  southeast  at  about  25  knots.  The  balloon 
was  to  the  north  of  us  at  about  7U»000  feet  when  I saw  it  release  the  in- 
stnmnt  parachute  and  linriedlatoly  there^ appeared  the  throe  objects.  Tivay 
fcmaljied  stationary  relative  to  toe  balloon  for  about  2 lainutea  and  toen 
moved  offwul  cisappaai^  in  aiout^

and  he  lost  the  sighting  in  the  sun. 
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
